— Sweet potato pie: Make, a rich pie 


crust and fill it with thin slices of ap- 
ple and of steamed sweet potatoes 
spread thickly with butter and sugar 
and grated nutmeg. Cover with • 
thin crnst and bake. — Cincinnati Times. 


— The curing^ of clover in the barn 


depends upon now it is stored. Some 
barns are tight and have solid floors at 
the bottom of the mow, while others 
have, cracks in the walls and a lot ot 
loose rails for the hay to rest on. 
While the tight barn may sometimes 
keep green clover like a sUo, the other 
will not. — Prom* Farmer. 


— Dutch cream toast: Take the re- 


mainder of some cooked ham — the bone 
with the fragments that adhere to it, 
removing all fat and dry in the oven 
until it will grate like cheese. Blake 
some buttered toast and spread with 
the grated ham. Makeahauce with the 
yellow of two eggs, a gill and a halt' of 
cream, or of milk witn a bit of butter 
added, heat, stir and pour boiling hot 
over the toast — Exchange. 


— Cream pie: Take three 
egjjs, 


whip them lively five minutes, then 
add ei^ht tablespoonfuls of sugar and 
one tablespoonfnl of flour, and whip 
again five minute*, now add one and 
one-half teacups of sweet cream — il 
rather thick all the better — stir till 
well mix<-d, add four leacupfnls of 
milk, a little salt, flavor with nutmeg. 
and bake with one crust. This will 
make two pies. Bake quickly till done 
but not a moment after. — The Caterer. 


— A nice dish for dessert is made Ijy 


soaking half a pint of tapioca in cold 
water for two hours, then let it boil 
gently until it softens, plice canned 
peaches and put into a pudding-dish, 
and pour the tapioca over tlTem. Bake 
until the tapioca is perfectly tender. 
Serve with sugar and cream. Dried or 
evaporated peaches may be used for 
this dish, and if they are properly 
cooked and softened it is almost as 
good as when the canned fruit is used. 
— Boston lludget. 


— It is observed that "in the process 


of drying grass into hay most of the 
volatile oils which give given herbage 
its delicate flavor and odor are lost. 
But some farmers have found that put- 
ting clover and other grasses in barns 
while rather green, and mixing with 
them enough dry straw to absorb mois- 
ture, not only preserves the flavor of 
the hay, but a portion is communicated 
to the straw, making it much better lor 
milch cows. It is possible that farmers 
may yet take to sowing sweet vernal 
grass for the sole purpose of flavoring 
their winter's supply of dry hay and 
straw. — Western Jiural.

The "find" was Ijcttcrthancxpccted, sev- 
eral thousand stand of anus being seized, 
besides hundreds of bayonets and iron 
knuckles, the latter bright and new. 


A committee representing 1,41'f! of the 


striking freight handlers waited upon 
Chief Ebersold about noon and tendered 
the services of that number of men us 
Special policemen to uiotect property. 
The chief thanked them for the spirit, dis- 
played, 
but avened that the regular 


force was amply sufficient to cope with 
the trouble. 


Late this afternoon the police depai t- 


ment took possession of tho type forms of 
IbrArbeiter Zeitmiy.

stnick off before the sei/.iire. The office 
is now guarded by the police and no one 
admitted. 
About noon cn-ilay a squad of

began. 
When the 


Anarchists saw the familiar wagons com- 
ing down upon them ut bieiikncck speed, 
they slunk away likecurs 
They tan into 


their hall, crawled nuclei .sidewalks and a 
few climbed upon the roolf ol shi-ils. As 
the wagons were crossing Kiu'hteentli 
street a pop bottle was hurled I rum the 
l o o f o f a l a l l building. 
It hit Sergeant 


Bowler upon the right wrist, breaking the 
bone. 
At the same instant a score of 


shots weie llred into the officers fiom the 
windows ol the Anaichists'hall on the 
corner. 
The missiles Ht-vv wide of theii 


mark and buried themselves in the pave- 
ment. The officers then leaped out of 
their waions in a .stoim of stones anil 
shot an , drawing up in line, llred a vol- 
ley into the hall. This had the effect oi 
silencing the tire ol the Socialists. The 
rioters in the street wcvrc then charged, 
and seven ol their number capttued. One 
had a revolver of larc'e ("ilibei and an- 
other was found to have a huge sheathe- 
knife in his breast pocket 
One of the 


prisoners, a imiseulai fellow, was bleed- 
ing piofnsely from a wound in the head. 
He had been hit with a club. 


Although laige crowds assembled in 


the nelghboihood during the evening no 
further trouble occuned. The situation 
In the othei districts in tne Southwest 
portion of the city is very much strained. 
While there were no outbreaks during 
the day, heavy icseives weie held at all 
the station-houses in 
anticipation of 


trouble. The non-union men at the Mc- 
Cormick works have been aimed by the 
company. 


If any doubt had previously existed 


that the leaders of the Anarchist party 
•weredirectly responsible for the "Orsini" 


tinct)tud which resulted in last night's 
slaughter, that doubt wits dispelled by 
the evidence which for live solid hour's 
TVas this afternoon presented to the cor- 
oner's jury. 
The inquest, which was 


held upon the body of 
Officer Jno. 


Dcegan, was held in the office of the city 
clerk in the city building 
The accused, 


August Spies," Chris Spies, Sam Fielden 
and Michael Schwab, wore biought into 
the jury room in single tile, w i t h four 
hlahvart ollicers on either side, and were 
given scats on a bench to the left ol the 
jury. August Spies, the arcli-conspiiator, 
was perfectly self-possessed and smiled 
sardonlcall.v almost throughout the pro- 
ceedings. His youngci brother looked 
111 at ease, while Schwab, a typical Com- 
munist in appeaiance, and Ficldeii, a 
bloated, dirty-looking foreigner of the 
back-country type, listened attentively to 
the testimony, now smiling, again frown- 
ing, 
and occasionally displaying indica- 


tions of nervousness. 


The evidence was first directed to prov- 


ing the incendiary character of the utter- 
•nce at the meeting which preceded the 
bomb-throwing, and to do this Oflicer 
Louis Haas, Paul Hull and Edward W. 
May, reporters, and Olllcei Timothy Mc- 
Keougli were placed on the stand 
A 


land-bill 
printed 
In 
English 
aud 


German, calling the meeting and urging 
workingmen to rise to arms, was put In 
evidence and read to the jnry. Tbe wit- 
nesses stated that Spies, Fielden and 
Parsons (the latter not yet in castody,) 
were the speaken of tbe night, and tbat 
while the addresses of Spies and Fielden 
were of an Inflammatory character, they 
were more moderate than others they 
had delivered on the lake front and else- 
where. The speech ol Parsons was of 
the most violent type, directly calculated 
to incite the mob to riot, and winding up 
with the words: "To arms! to arms! to 
arms! If yon love. your wives, if yon 
love your children, rise op against cap- 
itak" 


Prom this point the Inquiry was direct- 


ed to the throwing of the bomb. 
Officer 


Haas was within a few leet of the spot 
where the explosive fell, and his evidence, 
which was concurred in by the other wit- 
nesses, was to the effect that It came 
irom behind a pile ol boxes upon the 
sidewalk at the corner of the alley on 
Desplaines street above Randolph. 


Captain Ward, who with Captain Bon- 


fleld marched at the head of the police, 
said in answer to orfl of the jurymen that 
he had never had instructions to request 
the Anarchists to desist from inflamma- 
tory speeches although he understood 
that such instructions had been given to 
other officers at various times. 


Now the inquiry was directed to the 


character of the explosive, and in this 
bianch much startling and unexpected 
testimony was introduced. 


"1 made a search of iheArMter Zietung 


ofllce," Officer Martin Marks testified. 
"On a shelf in the recess of Mr. Spies' 
private room I found a bundle marked 
'Adams Express Company.' This bag 
contained a lot of sawdust, sand'and 
nitro-glycerme. It looked exactly the 
same us what we found on Desplaines 
street after the bomb exploded last night, 
only it was not so hard." 
"II came vvhi/.zing through the air like 


a lire-cracker or squib,"said the witness, 
"and I thought it was one or the 
other, 


but the moment it touched the ground, 
there was a terrillc report, and through 
the smoke I saw the officers mown down 
like grass. The same moment firing com- 
menced like the roaring of cannon. I 
heard some of the shots come from be- 
hind the boxes from where the bomb was 
thrown." 


All the witnesses'agreed that, judging 


from the applause and the guying of the 
speakers occasionally indulged in, not 
more than five hundred of the gathering 
were in sympathy with the Anarchist sen- 
timents enunciated. 


The witness described the effect of the 


explosion upon some rocks underneath 
which it was placed. Fragments of the 
bowlders were carried away immense 
distances.- 


"Most of the stuff," concluded the of- 


ficer, "is stored in the vault, and one of 
our men, who is an expert, s lys there is 
enough In it to blow up the building." 


The jury were out hull an hour before 


agreeing upon a verdict,. The jury held 
nil of the prisoners 
to the grand jiny 


without bail, and also recommended that 
Parsons be apprehended and Iield 
The 


verdict, when read in the city clerk's of- 
tlce, was loudly applauded by the anxious 
spectators. The prisoners weie retuined 
to their cells in the basement. 


A sister of August Spies came to the 


Cent iai station to-day, and after consul- 
eiable talking Lieutenant Kipley elicited 
irom her the confession that a third 
bi other, who jv as in last night's affray, 
was lying dangerously ill at his home. U 
is thought that he will die 


Mis. A li. Parsons, the 
wife of the 


fugitive Anarchist, was arrested this af- 
ternoon, and was locked up. She was 
present this morning when the officers 
made a raid on the ArbfUer ZfUnity build- 
ing, but the otliceis did not then wish to 
uriest her. They had planned to shadow 
her, hoping that she would make some 
appointment with her husband, so the 
latter could be captured. 


"In the Arbeiter '/.eituny building the 


detectives found this afternoon a regular 
arsenal of weapons 
and 
explosives. 


Searching a dark closet of the editonal- 
loom was found two small cloth bags 
containing a mass of sawdust saturated 
with dynamite. There must have been 
live pounds ol the explosive in the two 
bags—enough to blow up the Board of 
Trade building.

Bags were captured. 
In Spies' private 


desk were found two great sticks ot giant 
powdei, each six inches long and about

Cincinnati's Strikers Reaffirm

The Importation of Turbulent Foreigners 


to Foment Discoid in This Coun- 


try Denounced—The Strike.

Buckeye Strikers Denounce Anarchy. 
CINCINNATI, May 6.—The busy hum of 


industry in the factories along the bot- 
toms was stilled to-ilay. Silence reigned 
supreme in the bi^ establishments on 
Front street, between Elm and John 
streets, while two extensive sale com- 
panies—Hall's aud Moslnr's—were shut 
up last night. The quiet condition of the 
luwerpartof the city was strongly sug- 
gestive of a country town. 
The strikers 


wisely kept away from the places in 
which they had been employed. All com- 
munications with their employes was 
made through regularly constituted com- 
mittees, and the bebt of feeling prevailed 
between the employers and their men. 
Occasionally groups of two or three were 
seen together discussing the situation In 
a thoughtful way. 
No expressions of an 


anarchistic 
character 
or 
threats of 


violence were uttered by any of the 
brawny sons of toil. They only declared 
their determination to stand firm for their 
demands. The Ejran Company, manu- 
facturers of wood-working machinery, 
employing a larg" number of men, con- 
ceded eight hours per jjay and ten per 
cent. Increase. These men were the first 
to strike and the first to go back. At 
their meeting yesterday the following 
resolution was adopted unanimously:

Cain read from a book which resembled 
that of a revised edition of the Bible,and 
in f.ict was a compilation of laws of the 
church and the history of the church 
government.

tion ol church ordinances, the delegate 
named the cases of Tom (a colored 
boy), who he said was ne\er a member 
of the church, but was lynched lor hav- 
ing assaulted a young woman.
